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The  year  has  been  a challenging  one  as  the  Premier's  Council  on  the  Status  of  Persons 
with  Disabilities  moved  from  the  creation  of  its  strategic  Three-Year  Business  Plan 
to  the  execution  of  its  new  core  businesses:  policy  development,  advocacy,  and 
evaluation.  Through  increased  efforts  to  build  dialogue  with  communities  and  through 
the  translation  of  desired  outcomes  to  our  provincial  departments,  the  Premier's 
Council  has  worked  harder  than  ever  before  to  maintain  and  increase  its  role  as  the 
conduit  or  bridge  between  these  sometimes  reserved  partners. 

With  these  challenges  in  mind,  community  and  government  stakeholders,  along 
with  past  and  present  Council  Members,  have  insisted  that  Council's  priority  be 
the  development  and  implementation  of  an  Alberta  Disability  Strategy.  Development  of  the  Alberta  Disability 
Strategy — a process  that  will  fully  involve  community  stakeholders  and  the  provincial  government — is  expected 
to  be  completed  and  approved  by  Cabinet  prior  to  year  end  2001 . The  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  will: 

> endorse  the  values  and  principles  of  the  disability  community; 

> provide  an  overall  umbrella  policy  for  provincial  departments  and  agencies;  and, 

> address  priority  areas  with  specific  commitments  to  "calls  to  action." 

The  drafting  of  a Federal  Disability  Strategy  by  Human  Resources  Development  Canada  and  the  commitments 
made  by  all  federal/provincial/territorial  governments  towards  a coordinated  approach  to  disability  issues  create  a 
unique  opportunity  to  develop  a successful  Alberta  Disability  Strategy. 

There  are  more  than  500,000  persons  with  disabilities  in  Alberta.  Many  of  these  citizens  have  family  members 
who,  as  caregivers,  are  directly  impacted  by  disability.  Disability  either  affects  or  will  affect  us  all,  in  every  aspect 
of  our  lives.  With  an  aging  population,  we  expect  the  challenges  to  increase — unless  we  begin  to  prepare. 

More  than  1 000  organizations  are  committed  to  representing  the  ever-increasing  number  of  citizens  with  disabilities 
in  Alberta.  Only  a handful  are  dedicated  to  working  for  all  persons  with  disabilities — and  the  Premier's  Council  is 
the  only  one  with  a legislated  mandate  to  do  so.  Development  of  an  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  presents  the  best 
opportunity  ever  to  speak  with  a common  voice  and  move  forward  together.  An  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  will  give 
us  a means  by  which  we  may  address  issues  in  a more  efficient,  coordinated  fashion. 

As  an  MLA,  it  is  my  responsibility  to  communicate  the  concerns  and  wishes  of  the  constituents  of  Clover  Bar-Fort 
Saskatchewan  to  the  Legislative  Assembly.  As  Chair  of  the  Premier's  Council,  I do  the  same — except  my  accountability 
is  expanded  to  1 7%  of  our  provincial  population.  It  is  a role  that  I take  very  seriously  and  with  great  respect.  My  fellow 
Council  Members — many  of  whom  have  disabilities  or  have  been  impacted  by  a disability — and  the  employees  of  the 
Council's  Secretariat  share  my  view  of  the  importance  of  the  Council's  work.  Their  hands-on,  consumer-focused 
involvement  in  the  ongoing  advancement  of  an  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  is  a testament  to  this.  It  is  through  their 
advice  and  direction  that  I am  able  to  convey  the  barriers  and  challenges  we  face,  as  well  as  the  opportunities  we  are 
currently  presented  with,  to  the  Premier  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Alberta  Legislature  such  that  future  changes  may 
continue  to  be  positive  and  ultimately  result  in  full  participation  in  our  society  by  Albertans  with  disabilities.

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In  January  2000,  I was  asked  by  the  Chair  of  the  Council  to  take  on  the  role  of 
acting  Executive  Director  in  Elaine  Chapelle's  absence.  The  challenges  of  this 
position  are  demanding,  and  I am  grateful  to  Council  members  and  Secretariat 
staff  for  their  support  and  hard  work  during  the  past  few  months.  While  Elaine's 
presence  is  greatly  missed  by  Council  and  Secretariat,  she  has  left  us  with  a solid 
foundation  upon  which  to  build. 

This  past  year  has  been  a time  of  active  involvement  and  evolution  for  the  Premier's 
Council  and  Secretariat.  As  Council  members  moved  in  to  the  second  year  of  their 
term,  they  became  increasingly  determined  and  focussed  on  championing 
significant  improvements  in  the  lives  of  Albertans  with  disabilities. 

In  April  of  1 999,  Council  and  Secretariat  participated  in  a Strategic  Planning  Workshop  that  resulted  in  the  development 
of  the  Council's  mission  statement,  business  plan,  vision,  and  strategic  priorities.  The  next  step  was  to  hold  Open 
Houses  in  six  communities  (Calgary,  Bonnyville,  Edmonton,  Grande  Prairie,  High  Level,  and  Medicine  Hat),  providing 
Council  with  an  excellent  opportunity  to  meet  face-to-face  with  members  of  the  disability  community  and  gain 
valuable  feedback  on  their  perception  of  Council's  visibility  and  effectiveness. 

With  the  exception  of  the  participants  in  Edmonton,  few  respondents  rated  the  Council  as  significantly  visible  in 
their  community  or  highly  effective  in  supporting  and  promoting  the  concerns  of  the  disability  community.  Despite 
this,  the  majority  of  respondents  rated  the  Council's  potential  value  as  a partner  on  disability  issues  as  relatively 
high.  These  results  sent  a dear  message  to  the  Council:  meaningful  involvement  and  significant  action  is  needed. 

We  have  heard  the  same  message  during  our  regular  reviews  of  the  visions,  goals  and  aspirations  of  the  many 
disability  organizations  in  Alberta.  We  join  with  these  organizations  in  the  pursuit  of  full  citizenship,  implying  full 
inclusion  and  participation  in  the  social,  economic  and  political  life  of  Alberta  communities. 

Together  we  strive  for  increased  understanding,  a level  playing  field,  support  for  basic  safety  and  security  needs 
and  a standard  of  living  and  quality  of  life  that  promotes  well  being  for  all.  We  believe  that,  as  citizens  of  Canada, 
Albertans  with  disabilities  must  have  the  same  rights,  freedoms  and  responsibilities  as  all  other  Canadians,  and 
must  be  free  to  make  choices  and  determine  their  own  destinies. 

With  all  this  mind,  and  knowing  that  our  government  had  joined  other  provinces  in  committing  to  the  federal  accord 
aimed  at  improving  programs  and  services  for  people  with  disabilities,  we  moved  from  consultation  into  significant 
action — namely,  development  of  an  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  to  complement  the  development  of  the  Federal 
Disability  Strategy. 

The  development  of  an  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  comes  at  a particularly  critical  time  in  the  lives  of  Albertans  with 
disabilities.  Government  cutbacks  and  downsizing  in  the  past  decade  have  had  significant  impact  on  persons  with 
disabilities  in  areas  such  as  health,  education,  employment,  housing,  social  services  and  transportation.  It  is  our 
hope  that  our  current  efforts  will  result  in  increased  opportunities  for  persons  with  disabilities  in  all  of  these  areas. 

In  the  next  pages,  you  will  find  a special  section  on  the  Alberta  Disability  Strategy,  in  addition  to  the  section  entitled 
Year  in  Review,  in  which  we  provide  an  overview  of  the  work  we  achieved  in  relation  to  our  business  plan. 

The  Premier's  Council  acknowledges  the  challenges  ahead  and  looks  forward  to  pursuing  and  promoting  the  principles 
of  full  citizenship  for  persons  with  disabilities.

In  June  1 996,  Canada's  First  Ministers  agreed  to  make  disability  issues  a collective  priority  - this  commitment  was 
reaffirmed  in  December  1 997.  In  response,  the  Federal/Provincial/Territorial  Ministers  responsible  for  social  services 
developed  the  In  Unison  document  which  addressed  general  principles  and  values  related  to  the  vision  of  full 
inclusion  of  persons  with  disabilities. 

In  Unison  was  essentially  a federal/provincial/territorial  agreement  to  take  action  in  four  key  areas: 

> the  vision  of  full  citizenship  for  persons  with  disabilities, 

> disability  supports, 

> employment,  and 

> income. 

Objectives  and  policy  directions  were  identified  in  each  of  the  four  areas.  A "Federal  Disability  Strategy"  is  being 
created  to  more  clearly  define  the  policy,  program  and  budget  changes  that  will  be  required  to  address  the  objectives 
identified  in  In  Unison. 

The  Province  of  Alberta  has  embarked  on  a process  to  develop  its  own  Disability  Strategy  to  complement  and  fulfil 
our  province's  commitment  to  the  Federal  Disability  Strategy.  The  process  will  be  coordinated  by  the  Premier's 
Council  on  the  Status  of  Persons  with  Disabilities  and  will  fully  involve  provincial  government  leaders  and  Alberta's 
disability  community. 

The  development  and  implementation  of  the  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  will  ensure  that  the  issues  and  concerns  of 
persons  with  disabilities  will  be  acknowledged  and  acted  on  by  government  leaders  until  the  goal  of  full  citizenship 
is  reached. 

Consistent  with  the  federal  approach,  we  know  that,  in  order  to  achieve  full  citizenship,  we  need  to  focus  on  the 
areas  of  employment,  personal  supports  and  financial  supports.  Flowever,  we  also  recognize  the  importance  of 
education  and  learning  as  key  components  for  reaching  full  citizenship,  and  have  therefore  incorporated  this  fourth 
pillar  into  the  Alberta  Disability  Strategy. 


The  Four  Pillars  of  Full 
Citizenship:  The  Premier's 
Council  views  the  four  areas 
of  Employment,  Financial 
Supports,  Personal  Supports 
and  Education/Learning  as 
fundamental.  For  Albertans 
with  disabilities  to  achieve  Full 
Citizenship,  programs  and 
services  in  these  four  areas 
must  be  scrutinized  to  ensure 
they  foster  independence.  The 
Alberta  Disability  Strategy  will 
include  tools  to  complete  this 
assessment.  The  Premier's 
Council  will  oversee  and  guide 
an  Alberta  Disability  Strategy 
Coordinating  Committee  and 
sub-committees  working 
within  the  four  specific  areas.

The  Council  is  following  a ten-step  process  (above)  for  developing  and  implementing  the  Alberta  Disability  Strategy. 
By  year's  end,  work  had  already  started  on  the  first  few  steps.  It's  envisioned  that  1 8 to  24  months  will  be  required 
to  conclude  all  ten  steps.  Progress  will  be  reported  in  a timely  fashion  to  all  stakeholders. 

The  creation  of  the  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  requires  full  involvement  and  support  from  the  disability  community, 
provincial  staff  at  the  program  and  policy  level,  and  the  key  Ministers  who  provide  the  programs  and  services  that 
are  most  important  to  Albertans  with  disabilities. 

Inherent  in  the  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  is  a framework  of  accountability  that  will  establish  the  benchmarks  of  the 
status  of  persons  with  disabilities  in  Alberta,  assist  in  the  monitoring  and  reporting  on  their  changing  status,  and 
identify  recommendations  for  improvements  to  current  practices  among  government  departments  and  service 
providers.  The  accountability  framework  is  relevant  only  if  government  leaders  understand  and  accept  the  information 
collected  and  recognize  its  value  for  all  Albertans. 

In  fiscal  year  2000  and  beyond,  developing  and  overseeing  implementation  of  the  Alberta  Disability  Strategy  will 
form  the  brunt  of  the  Council's  work.

Anne  Belohorec  of  Sherwood  Park  is  Chair  of  the  Full  Citizenship  Committee  and  a member  of  the  Education/Learning

She  also  speaks  on  health  and  wellness  issues.  This  is  Anne's  second  term  with  the  Premier's  Council. 

Gordon  Bullivant  of  Calgary  is  the  Chair  of  the  Education/Learning  Committee.  He  recently  completed  his  term  of 
office  as  President  of  the  Learning  Disabilities  Association  of  Canada.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Calgary  Stakeholders 
Group  for  Learning  Disabilities  and  has  represented  the  Premier's  Council  on  the  Advisory  Committee  for  Alberta 
Learning's  review  of  Special  Education.  Gordon  is  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Foothills  Academy,  a centre  for  children 
with  learning  disabilities,  and  has  been  active  in  the  special  needs  community  for  over  30  years. 

Shirley  Dupmeier  of  Medicine  Hat  has  been  re-appointed  to  the  Premier's  Council  for  a second  term.  She  is 
currently  a member  of  the  Financial  Supports  Committee  and  the  Personal  Supports  Committee.  She  has  extensive 
experience  working  with  issues  surrounding  visual  impairment  and  other  disabilities,  and  is  a liaison  with  many 
disability  organizations  in  Medicine  Hat. 

Andrea  Fugeman  Millar  of  Millarville  is  a member  of  the  Full  Citizenship  and  Education/Learning  Committees.  She 
is  a presiding  Justice  of  the  Peace  within  the  Criminal  Justice  System,  the  Director  of  the  Provincial  Learning 
Disabilities  Association,  and  a national  legal  advisor  for  the  Canadian  Learning  Disabilities  Association.  She  is  a 
former  Co-Chair  of  Windsong  Child  and  Family  Services,  a position  she  held  for  four  years.
